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DETAILED ACTION

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 1-3, 12 and 13, drawn to a method of treatment using a CD1 blocking agent that 
is a glycolipid, classified in Class 514, subclass 23. 

II. Claims 1-3, 12 and 13, drawn to a method of treatment using a CD1 blocking agent that 
is a phospholipid, classified in Class 514, subclass 52. 

III. Claims 1,2, 4-10, 12 and 13, drawn to a method of treatment using a CD1 blocking 
agent that is an antibody, classified in Class 424, subclass 156.1. 

IV. Claims 1, 2, 4 and 11-13, drawn to a method of treatment using a CD1 blocking agent 
that is a soluble CD1, classified in Class 514, subclass 2. 

V. Claims 1, 2, 4 and 11-13, drawn to a method of treatment using a CD1 blocking agent 
that is a glycolipid bound to CD1, classified in Class 424, subclass 193.1. 

VI. Claims 1, 2, 4 and 14, drawn to a method of treatment using a CD1 blocking agent that 
is a soluble TCR, classified in Class 514, subclass 8. 

3. Inventions I, II, III, IV, V and VI are different methods of use. 

These inventions require different ingredients, process steps and endpoints. 

The agents used in the different methods are different biochemical molecules which differ in 
structure. 



Therefore they are patentably distinct. 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for any group from Groups I-V is not required for any other group from Groups I-V and 
Groups I-V have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification 
and divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed Invention/Group III: wherein the antibody specificity is: 

A) against CD Id or 

B) against multiple CD1 isotypes 

These species are distinct because their structures and modes of action are different. 

6. Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

In either instance, if 
the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or 
admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 of the other invention.
